Tell of Her Rescue. 

“All I can remember,” she said, “‘is 
that we all went into the water in the 
darkness. I suppose I seized a plank, 
but I don’t know. I have no idea how I 
got ashore. Everything is a blank.’’ 

Miss Rhea was weeping for her moth- 
er and sister, and the tender ministra- 
tions of her friends could not comfort 
her. But for their hands she would 
have fallen to the ground, outworn 
with sorrow. 

Miss Rodes told vost-Dispatch re- 
porter the story of ner experience on 
the sinking boat: 

“2 was sitting .. “.e cabin deck play- 
ing cards with Clerk 8S. Calvin Baker, 
the Misses Ann and Louise Rhea and 
Miss Frances Harris, when I heard the 
crash,"’ she said. “Mr. Baker spranr 
to his feet and tried to assure every- 
body that no harm would come to them. 


“*Let’s sit down and finish the 
game,’ he said to us. 

“Just at that moment the captain 
came in. He said the boat was sink- 
ing slowly, but as it. was near shore 
everybody would be taken off in safe- 
ty. He asked the people not. to be 
alarmed, but his words frightened ev- 
erybody and pandemonium broke loose. 

“Baker again shouted for everybody to 
be calm and then went to the safe in 
his office and took out the money. He 
said he wolud take us all ashore safe- 
ly. With Mrs. Rhea, Miss Ann Rhea 
and Mrs. Harris he started to get off of 
the boat on a gang plank. 

“He was leading the way ‘and the 
women were following. Suddenly the 
boat lurched’ and Baker and the three 
women were thrown into the water and 
swept away. We never say any of them 
aagin. 


“I followed my father and mother 
to the hurricane deck. Father was 
trying to get us on shore by means 
of a long pole. Another man who 
was trying to get his family off kept 
fighting for possession of the pole. 

“The result was that nobody could 
use it. When.we were delayed there 
the boat gave another lurch and a pile 
of freight boxes tumbled down upon us. 
Mother’s skirt was caught under one 
of the boxes and piniorned so tightly that 
she had to slip it off and leave it. 

“A rowboat was finally run up along- 
side of the sinking boat and we stepped 
in that and walked across to a sandbar, 
from which we were rescued.”

The prosecution had pointed out that if 
bleeding was the prope? treatment for 
Moss Hunton, Dr. Hyde should have 
bled Col. Swope. Walsh replied that 
the cases were dissimilar, because 
Hunton was a stout and full-blooded 
man, while Col. Swope was emaciated 
and thin-blooded, requiring different 
treatment. : : 

The time had come when Col. Swope 
must die of senility, Walsh declared. 
The millienaire forecast his death to 8. 
W. Spangler, his businéss manager, and 
when he recovered consciousness a mo- 
ment during his last convulsion it was 
natural, Walsh said, that: he should 
exclaim, as he did, “My God! I wish I 
were dead!’’ 

Walsh defended Dr. Hyde’s treat- 
ment of Col. Swope, in giving repeat- 
ed injections of strychnine hypoderm. 
ically. This showed, Walsh declared, 
that Hyde wanted to keep the mil- 
lionaire alive, not to kill him. - 

When Dr. Hyde testified that Col. 
Swope seemed to him to be dying of 
apoplexy, and that this still seemed to 
him the cause of the death, he made 
the reply of a brave and honest man, 
Walsh declared. If Dr. Hyde had 
known that Col. Swope had Bright's 
disease and sclerosis, Walsh said, he 
would have certified that the death was 
due to uremia, but he did not know it, 
and gave as the cause the malady ap- 
parent to him from the symptoms. 

Col. Swope had been contemplating 
a change in his will for fully a year 
before his death, so as to create a 
great Kansas City charity, Walsh de- 
clared. This was the _ testimony of 
Spangler, a defense witness. It was as 
absurd, the lawyer declared, to charge 
that revenge prompted murder, on ac- 
count of Col. Swope's opposition to the 
marriage; because Col. Swope had over- 
come his prejudice and had shown Dr. 
Hyde every mark of respect and af- 
fection,

There was such a conversa- 
tion, Walsh said, but it was. between 
Dr. and Mrs. Hyde, not the doctor and 
the nurse; and the suggestion came 
from Mrs. Hyde, not from him. 

When Walsh began speaking there re- 
mained 18 hours of arguments, d the 
case probably will go to the jury Friday 
night or early Saturday. Each side has 
@ maximum of 10 hours. For the State 
there are four speakers, and for the de- 
fense three. They will alternate, the 
State opening and closing. 


Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Jost 
made the first speech for the State, 
after Judge Latshaw had instructed the 
jury late yesterday afternoon that the 
verdict must be murder in the first de- 
gree or acquittal. He reviewed the testi- 
mony and oprought out strengly the 
coincidences of Dr. Hyde's purchases of 
cyanide of potassium and the convul- 
sions from which Col. Swope and Chris- 
man Swope died. Mrs. Logan O. Swope, 
who financed the prosecution of the 
case, often was in tears during his ar- 
gument. Dr. Hyde's cold blue eyes 
searched the faces of the jurors con- 
stantly and Mrs. Hyde, during that part 
of the speech in which discredit was 
cast on her testimony, wept softly. 

Division of Estate Explained. 

After a brief preliminary, Jost 
launched into an explanation of Mrs. 
Hyde’s financial profit by the deaths 
of Col. Swope and Chrisman Swepe. 
He told how Cel. Swope had a plan 
to bequéath $1,500,000, not dispesed of in 
his will, te some Kansas City charity, 
and how his death prevented fulfillment 
of the plan, so that the residue was 
divided among the heirs, of whom Mrs. 
Hyde was one. 

Her bequest under the original will 
was $135,000 and her share of the residue 


Was $140,000 more. Chrisman’s share of 


the estate was $410,000, and en his death 
this was divided among the other heirs, 
Mrs. Hyde receiving about $75,000. If 
Marearet had died during the convul- 
sion she had, Mrs. Hyde would have re- 
ceived $76,000 more. 

‘The death of Coil. Swope at that time 
robbed the poor ef Kansas City and en- 
riched the heirs $1,500,000," said Jost.

ALARM IS NEEDLESS 





Scientists Declare French Ex- 
~perimenter’s Fear Is Fool- 
ish Superstition. 


St. Louis students of astronomy were 
surprised Thursday to learn that ex- 
periments were being made at Colum- 


bia ‘University, New York, to determirie 
what harm might be done to the popu- 
lation of the earth if the tall of Halley’s 
gomet contains as much cyanogen gas 
as one French astronomer fears it may 
have. 

In the dig chemical laboratories of Co- 
lumbia University, hoods were filled 
with cyanogen ‘gas in different density 
and volunteer students were placed in 
one hood and then in another, where 
the density of the gas was greater. It 
was found that the gas would have to 
be extremely dense to wipe out life. 
The more severe tests caused temporary 
collapse and headaches to the volunteer 
students. The experiments seemed to 
show, however, that if the gas was sud- 
denly increased to a certain density, 
death would be instantaneous. 

Worried by the alarming story printed 
in a morning newspaper, many persons 
called the Post-Dispatch by the tele- 
phone to learn whether they would Be 
in any possible danger May 18. The 
comet’s tail wil) brush the earth May 
18. 

No Cause for Alarm, 

“It is nothing short of foolish super- 
stition to imagine that we are going 
to be in any danger from the comet’s 


| tail,” said Father Martin S. Brennan, 


who has given the comet and its possi- 


‘} bilities for harm close study for years. 


“The population of the earth would not 
even know it was passing. through the 
tail of the comet if it had not been so 
advised by the astronomers. There 
will be no visible manifestation of the 
fact.”’ a j 

“The question fs not worth a 
thought,’’ said Prof. C. A. Waldo of 
Washington University. ‘The tails of 
comets are so attenuated that their 
influences are entirely negligible. Just 
remember. that you can see through 
the tail of a comet for millions of 
miles and then you will know how 
much danger you wil) be in May 18. 
A slight fog wil cut off one’s vision 
in. a few feet, but you can look 
through the tail of a comet just as if 
there was no tail. And as far as af- 
fecting the senses of residents of the 
earth, May 18, Halley’s comet will 
have no tail.” 

Frenchman Is Pessimistic. 

Just when the comet will disappear 
from the eastern sky in the morning 
and appear in the eastern sky in the 
evening is a matter of speculation. 

“The turning point for the rising and 
setting of the comet,”’ says Prof. Joseph 
Wilczewski of St. Louis University, “‘is 
about May 18. Until this date the comet 
rises earlier than the-sun, and is there- 
fore seén as a morning star; after this 
date it sets later than the sun and will 
hence be visible as an evening star. The 
comet is now on the west of the sun. 
After May 18 it will be on the east of 
the sun.” 

The comet will rush past the earth 
next Wednesday at ll p. m. It will be 
seen in the western sky in the evening 
as soon after that date as it gets away 
from the glare of the sun.

WASHINGTON, Maly 12.—Senator 
Cummins’ speech at Des Moines Tues- 
day night, in which he declared that 
the split in the Republican party was 
real and not ephemeral, is taken here 
as a direct answer to President Taft's 
speech at Passaic, N. J, 

In that speech Taft referred to ‘“‘Re- 
publicans of that radical type that are 
entirely out of sympathy with the more 
conservative notions of the East.”’ 

Senator Cummins, insurgent leader 
and typically representative of the type 
of Republicans “entirely out of sympa- 
thy with the conservative notions” of 
Senators Aldrich and Hale, answered 
back. 

The words of Senator Cummins, taken 
with the speech of Senator lg, on 
the same platform, drove the* Repub- 
licans of all brands in Congress to the 
refuge of ‘‘compromise.’’ Some said that 
Cummins was reading himself out of the 
party; all denied that there was a split. 
The President said nothing. 

What Republicans Have to Say. 

Those Republicans who would, talk 
expressed themselves as follows: 

Senator Smoot of Utah: It is impos- 
sible to keep Cummins in the party if he 
wants to go out. There is not a split in 
th» party. I am sure that as soon as the 
people get well acquainted with the new 
tariff law they will say it is the best 
one the country has had. I believe that 
when the railroad bill and the postal 
savings bank bill are out of the way, 
the party will be as solid as ever. I 
think the men who have been criticising 
the tariff will in eight years be asking 
for more protection. 

Senator Borah, Idaho: There is a great 
big split among the peopie—a split which 
extends across parties to principles. 
There is a line of cleavage which marks 
a line of thought of two classes of peo- 
ple. On the cne hand many people 
think the industrial questions will be 
worked out ia themselves, while on the 
other hand the rest of the people think 
there must be Government legislation 
and control of the large industries. This 
has necessarily caused a split in all 
parties, and it is a split which will not 
heal in a day: 

Senator Heyburn, Idaho: I do not 
think there is a split in the real Repub- 
lican party, 

Election Might Mend Breach. 

Senator Burnham of New Hampshire: 
Of course, there are individual differ- 
ences of opinion, especially on the rail- 
road bill and the tariff. There are 
those commonly known as insurgents, 
who call themselves progressives and 
the party men who follow the Senate 
end House leaders who are known as 
reactionaries, Between these two ele- 
ments there is a split. They have radi- 
eally different views. The insurgents 
do not agree with the Senate and House 
leaders, but I am sure that if there was 
a presidential election both these fac- 
tions would line up one way. There will 
be, however, a wider breach in the Re- 
publican party if the radically different 
views are not switched around to nearly 
the one direction. 

Senator Kean of New Jersey: Well, 
I guess Cummins thinks he knows what 
he is talking about. 

Senator Burrows of Michigan: I don’t 
know of any split. There are a few 
who are dissatisfied with the tariff, and 
some who do not agree over the rail- 
road rate bill, but I think they will all 
come around when we get in front of 
the common enemy. 

Senator Page of Vermont: I think 
there is now, and will continue to be, a 
better feeling among ourselves. 

Representative Fordney of Michigan

To discover what 
proportion of balls are hit on the 
ground, I took a mass of score books 
and classified 10,000 batted balls, every 
team in the National and American 
Leagues being represented in the fig- 
ures, Really I scored 106,074 plays, be- 
cause the number ran over unexpectedly 
and I did not know which 74 to deduct. 
Of them, 3602 were fly balls, 5171 were 
grounders, 344 were bunts and 967 line 
drives, as distinguistied from flies. Of 
the 3602 fly balls, 747 fell safe and only 
18 were muffed, which shows that the 
fielders catch almost everything they 
get their hands upon. Of the 5i71 
ground balls, 424 were scored hits. Of 
the 344 bunts, 155 went safe, and of 
those 155 the fielders got their hands on 
114. Of the 957 line drives, 741 resulted 
in safe hits. 


A Few Morc Statistics.

Out of the 5171 grounders the players 
actually reached aj] except 213, or 
about .041 per cent., whereas on the’ 
natural chances of covering the ground 
they should have reached only about 40 
per cent instead of 9s per cent of batted 
jalls. The figures seem to show that by 
team work they were enabled to get in 
touch with 159 per cent more batted 
balls than the geometry of the diamond 
would indicate. 

The geometry of the game becomes 
more complex the deeper it is studied. 
Not only must the players on the in- 
field know when to start in a given di- 
rection, but they must know exactly 
what angle to take to mect each ball. 
Further, they must change the angle to 
meet the running speed of each batter. 
If, for instance, “Larry” McLean of 
Cincinnati hits the ball, a second base- 
man will run backward, his path and 
the path of the ball meeting in an 
acute angle. If Miller Huggins is the 
batter he will run forward, making the 
lines meet in an obtuse angle. More- 
over, they know to a nicety just where 
they must meet a ball of any given 
speed, and they start there almost in- 
stinctively. Oddly enough, the men can
